“We face losing hun¬ 
dreds of jobs at Univer¬ 
sal Engineering, but just 
nearby is Permavent 
which has won a 
Queen’s Award for Inno¬ 
vation. It just shows that 
every cloud has a silver 
lining. 

“Universal is moving 
jobs to its North Wales 
site because it is getting 
lots of European money, 
but Weymouth now has 
the first MEP’s office it 
has ever had and there 
will never be a better 
chance to flag the town 
up to get some of that 
European money. 

“And it is not just Wey¬ 
mouth; opportunity 
beckons on Portland too,

with proposed air station 
developments for heli¬ 
copter maintenance, 
good quality jobs, and 
two big projects coming 
forward, the Mass Ex¬ 
tinction Monitoring Ob¬ 
servatory and Jurassica. 

“Either or both could 
make a tremendous dif¬ 
ference to the economy 
of the whole county. 
When you have people 
like Sir David Attenbor¬ 
ough and Tim Smit sup¬ 
porting these projects 
you have to give them a 
degree of respect.” 

She added that Wey¬ 
mouth’s future had to 


contain a key element of 
increased revenue to 
help it balance the 
books. 

She said: “We have to 
have income generation 
and I think that the bor¬ 
ough has huge natural 
resources. 

“We have far greater 
assets than Bournemouth 
in terms of natural har¬ 
bour facilities and we 
have far better beach and 
leisure facilities than 
Bournemouth but we 
don’t take advantage of 
them. 

“The potential for har¬ 
bour income generation 


is enormous and we have 
to take the bull by the 
horns and really go for it. 
No half measures. 

“We have to be ambi¬ 
tious and we have to be 
ambitious quickly be¬ 
cause we are working 
within an 18-month 
timescale before the 
2016-2017 budget falls 
due by which time we 
must have fresh income 
streams in place.” 

Looking back, Mrs 
Wheller said she felt 
2014 had been “a good 
year” with hoteliers and 
taxi drivers starting to re¬ 
port they were seeing the 
visitor legacy from the 
Olympic Games. 

She added: “It has 
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taken a while but we al¬ 
ways knew it was not 
going to happen 
overnight. 

“What we must do 


now is, having got these 
new visitors, encourage 
them to keep coming 
back. 

“I remain proud to be 


the Mayor of Weymouth 
& Portland and remain 
optimistic about our fu¬ 
ture prospects, but we 
have got to work at it.”

Crime round-up

FURIOUS residents have condemned a mass vandalism attack on their 
homes which damaged eleven garden wall in East Wyld Road, Wey¬ 
mouth, 

The incident, which is believed to have happened between 6pm- 
9.30pm on December 23rd and caused extensive damage. 

Gateway pillar stones were torn free and twisted round and coping 
stones to wall tops were kicked or torn off and thrown into flower 
beds. 

Some homes even had large wall topping stones, some of which 
weighed 15kg-20kg (30lbs-40lbs), ripped out of their seating and left 
discarded on the wall by the vandals. 

One elderly resident said:"We had a pillar stone damaged and three 
or four of our coping stones knocked off the wall. They were lying in 
our flower bed when I found them. 

"You can't call these people animals because animals don't do any¬ 
thing like this. They are beneath contempt. 

"If the police catch them they should be made to come back and re¬ 
pair the damage they have done." 

Another East Wyld Road resident said: "This is just mindless vandal¬ 
ism. It could have been a lot worse but we don't think they smashed 
anything because it would have alerted people to what was going 
on." 

Other residents agreed and one said: "It just leaves a nasty taste in 
your mouth that people would do something like this so close to 
Christmas." 

Police are investigating the incident and attended the scene, 
checked the road and interviewed residents.

Portlanders to be asked their views on budget 


ISLANDERS are to be asked 
for their views before Port¬ 
land town council (PTC) takes 
a final decision on its budget 
and precept figure for 2015- 
2016. 

The survey period will run 
until January 31st, 2015, and 
comes after ‘issues’ arose dur¬ 
ing the 2014-2015 budget 
process when critics said the 
council’s process wasn’t open 
enough. 

During the autumn the town 
council established the value 
of those budget lines which 
represent the core activities of 
the council, the largest area of 
which was the appropriate 
level of staffing that the coun¬ 
cil requires to perform its 
statutory functions and com¬ 
municate with the community. 

The council commissioned 


an independent staffing re¬ 
view and is currently consid¬ 
ering the recommendations 
included in that report which 
recommended an increase of 
just under £10 to a precept 
value of £25 which is half the 
average value for a town 
council. 

Portland residents will be 
asked a series of questions in 
the survey, which may be 
completed on line via the 
council’s website, www.port- 
landtowncouncil.co.uk, or via 
its Facebook page. Printed 
forms are available from the 
council offices and Easton li¬ 
brary. 

Questions include: Should 
the council this year look to 
introduce measures to prepare 
for the future, what level is ac¬ 
ceptable if the precept has to 


be increased and what should 
priorities be for spending this? 

The process that the town 
council is undertaking in iden¬ 
tifying its core needs and du¬ 
ties is also being undertaken 
by Dorset county council and 
Weymouth & Portland bor¬ 
ough council. 

Government grants are re¬ 
ducing to both authorities and 
the pressure to reduce services 
or generate income through 
higher charges is becoming 
more pressing. 

The government is keen for 
town and parish councils - 
seen as the closest to their 
communities - to have more 
responsibility. 

PTC has supported the de¬ 
velopment of the neighbour¬ 
hood plan which provides an 
opportunity for council and 


community to focus on island- 
specific issues. 

In May 2015 all members of 
the council will stand down 
and there will be a general 
election. 

The current council consider 
that it has a duty to the new 
council to establish a budget 
which allows the council a 
good start in dealing with the 
future. 

PTC’s current precept is 
£15.02 per annum which 
raises £50,000. Of this 
£23,000 is spent on staff 
salaries, £15,000 has been set 
aside for the role of the island 
caretaker-maintenance and 
£3,000 goes towards the cost 
of developing the Neighbour¬ 
hood Plan with the balance 
spent across other administra¬ 
tive and establishment costs. 


Community gets involved with masterplan 


WEYMOUTH and Port¬ 
land residents have at¬ 
tended the second of two 
workshops on the devel¬ 
opment of the Wey¬ 
mouth town centre 
masterplan. 

The interactive work¬ 
shop was led by Feria 
Urbanism, an independ¬ 
ent planning and design 
practice which was ap¬ 
pointed by Weymouth 
and Portland council to 
provide impartial advice 
and help the council en¬ 
gage with the commu¬ 
nity to develop the 
masterplan further. 

The event saw resi¬ 
dents, business owners 
and public figures split 
into groups to debate and 
capture a vision for the 
future of the town centre 
over the next ten years. 

It was the second inter¬ 
active workshop and ex¬ 
amined in more detail 
some of the outcomes 
from the previous work¬ 
shop held in early Octo¬ 
ber such as development 
potential of sites, travel 
and movement within 
the town and how differ¬ 


ent quarters in the town 
centre could interact 
with one another. 

Both events followed 
on from the pop-up ses¬ 
sions that have been held 
across the town centre 
over the last few months 
and hundreds of people 
have already had their 
say, both at the events 
and online. 

Weymouth & Portland 
economic regeneration 
spokesman Cllr Ray 
Nowak said: “This event 
has been fantastic in 
highlighting how en¬ 
gaged the community is 
with this project. 

“There has been lots of 
participation into the vi¬ 
sion which will enable 
us to be progressive in 
the ideas that come for¬ 
ward and crucially 
change Weymouth for 
the better. 

“There is unity from 
residents and commer¬ 
cial sector in the aim of 
creating a thriving town 
centre that is vibrant and 
that can offer diversity in 
housing, retail and 
leisure. 
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“The workshops have 
been creative but also 
helpful to explore the 
conflicting issues as well 
as what’s best where. 

“A clear strategy will 
ensure Weymouth 

makes the most of its 
stunning landscape, 

wealth of listed build¬ 
ings , attractive water¬ 
front and busy harbour. 

“We have had a good 
mixture of age groups 
with young people also 


getting involved as it 
will be many of them 
who will reap the bene¬ 
fits of the masterplan in 
the long term.” 

The borough council is 
leading the strategy with 
community involvement 
at the heart of the plan. It 
is limited in the amount 
of investment it can 
make directly, but fund¬ 
ing is hoped to be raised 
by working in partner¬ 
ship with developers and 


other partners such as 
the Dorset LEP. 

The council can’t 
change things like busi¬ 
ness rates (set by gov¬ 
ernment) or control the 
cost of rent, house prices 
or other premises. 

A draft masterplan is 
expected to go out for 
further consultation in 
early 2015.

County overspend more than £4m 


ATTEMPTS by the Conservative controlled 
Dorset County Council to rein in spending are fail¬ 
ing in key departments. 

The total overspend is now in excess of £4 mil¬ 
lion, with savings of £1.7 million needed between 
now and April. 

Care services account for the largest proportion 
of budget overspends as more children and addi¬ 
tional older people require help. 

A total of 2,450 children in the rural part of the 
county are now considered to be looked after by 
the county council, 250 up on the 2012 figure. The 
rise has contributed to an overspend in the depart¬ 


ment by £1.9 million and the need to employ more 
social workers. 

In adult care the overspend figure is even bigger 
- £2.9 million - as more older people need help to 
stay in their homes. 

Other overspending includes £1.6 million for the 
county council’s share of costs at the Dorset Waste 
Partnership which has suffered additional spending 
from the roll-out of kerbside recycling across 
much of the county in recent months. 

The county council is working on an expected in¬ 
crease of two per cent in its share of the council 
tax from April 2015. 


Eye-witness account of WWI Christmas truce 


AN EYEWITNESS account of the legendary 
World War One Christmas truce of 1914 by a 
Dorset soldier is now available online. 

Regimental Sergeant Major George Beck, from 
Portland, was on the Western front when the 
British and German armies called a ceasefire and 
came together to exchange gifts, play football and 
sing carols. 

His diaries, held at the Dorset History Centre in 
Dorchester, provide a first-hand account of this lull 
in the fighting and, as part of the on-going publi¬ 
cation of the diaries 100 years on, will be made 
available on www.dorsetforyou.com 

Writing on 24 December, RSM Beck noted: 
“Germans shout over to us and ask us to play them 
at football, and also not to fire and they would do 
likewise. At 2am (25th) a German Band went 
along their trenches playing "Home Sweet Home" 
and "God Save the King" which sounded grand 
and made everyone think of home.” 

On 25 December he added: “Christmas Day. Not 
one shot was fired. English and German soldiers 
intermingled and exchanged souvenirs. Germans 
very eager to exchange almost anything for our 
"Bully Beef" and jam.” 

RSM Beck, originally from the Midlands, mar¬ 
ried a Portland girl and settled on the island. He 
served on the Western Front for the whole of the 
1914-18 conflict, and was awarded the Military 
Cross in April 1918. His diaries during the war are 
being published online by the history centre ex¬ 
actly a century after they were written, giving a 
unique, first-hand view of the conflict as it hap¬ 
pened. 

RSM Beck’s granddaughter Caroline Milverton, 
who lives on Portland, said: “As my grandfather 
did not expect his diaries to be read by anyone 
other than himself or his family if he died while 
fighting, he had no reason to write anything but the 


facts; the Christmas Truce 1914 was a remarkable 
event.”

Cllr Colin Jamieson, Dorset County Council 
Cabinet member for community services, said: 
“The Christmas truce of 1914 has passed into folk¬ 
lore, and this year those events are particularly res¬ 
onant. To view it through the eyes of a solider from 
Dorset, who was actually there, is remarkable.” 


US stegosaur at the NHM

arrived at the Natural History Museum in Lon¬ 
don.

After a year of working on the specimen in se¬ 
cret, Professor Barrett, the Natural History Mu¬ 
seum's resident dinosaur specialist, will reveal 
many secrets about the biology of dinosaurs and 
their evolutionary patterns.

See Earl of Abergavenny artefacts on board tall ship Pelican 



ADVENTURE Under Sail, the charity 
which operates Weymouth’s tall ship 
Pelican, is to collaborate with Portland 
Museum for a celebration of local mar¬ 
itime history. 

On February 5th, 1805, a large sail¬ 
ing ship called the Earl of Abergavenny 
got into trouble in bad weather just off 
the Dorset coast. During her attempt to 
seek shelter and refuge in Weymouth 
she hit the Shambles in Weymouth Bay 
and later sank. 

Of the 402 on board, 263 people per¬ 
ished. One of these was the ship’s cap¬ 
tain, John Wordsworth, the brother of 
poet William Wordsworth. 

The wreck of the Earl of Aber¬ 
gavenny lies on the seabed in Wey¬ 
mouth Bay, 20 metres below the 
surface and, since the 1970s, a team 
from Portland museum has been among 
those who have excavated the site. 
Most of the artefacts recovered are in 
the museum. 

TS Pelican and Portland museum are 
organising a unique educational oppor¬ 
tunity for students in Dorset to mark the 
210th anniversary of the ship’s sinking. 



Classes aged seven upwards are in¬ 
vited to come on board Pelican in Wey¬ 
mouth on February 5 th or 6th to learn 
about the Earl of Abergavenny and 
what happened to her. 

There will be real artefacts from the 
wreck site and students will learn about 
life on board a tall ship today during a 
tour of Pelican. 

Lisa Gravett of Portland museum 
says: “This is a unique opportunity for 
local schools to learn about an incredi¬ 
ble story from our local maritime his¬ 
tory and to experience this learning in 
the truly wonderful environment of a 
working tall ship.” 

On April 12th, 2015, Pelican is offer¬ 
ing a special commemorative day sail 
from Weymouth harbour for members 
of the public. 

Once again staff from Portland mu¬ 
seum will be on board with artefacts 
from the Abergavenny wreck site and 
as part of the day sail Pelican will be 
sailing to the Abergavenny’s final rest¬ 
ing place to lay a wreath. 

Becky Simmons from Adventure 
Under Sail says: “Our day sails are 



hugely popular each year but we 
wanted to offer something special, 
something really unique. 

“As always, anyone joining the ship 
will be able to get involved in sailing, 
including taking the helm and pulling 
on ropes. The Abergavenny experience 



offers another dimension to the sailing 
day. It’s going to be fantastic.”

Stamp-duty reforms will boost housing market 


THE Chancellor’s major 
overhaul of stamp duty is 
set to spark the housing 
market into life earlier 
than usual in 2015. 

Under the sweeping re¬ 
form, stamp duty has 
been slashed for the ma¬ 
jority of buyers with an 
average saving of £4,500 
on purchases below 
£937,500. 

Battens solicitor Sarah 
Ford said: "We are ex¬ 
pecting a busy spring 
with the reform of stamp 
duty leading to more 
people placing their 
property on the market, 
and doing so earlier in 


the year. 

"The long overdue re¬ 
form of stamp duty has 
been very well received 
and we expect to see in¬ 
creased availability in 
the market. 

First time buyers will 
benefit from the reform, 
with more affordable 
properties and a greater 
number on the market. 

Homeowners looking 
to upgrade beyond the 
£250,000 mark will ben¬ 
efit as they will no 
longer be affected by a 
leap from 1% stamp duty 
to 3% at the £250,001 
price tag. 


Sellers who have been 
stuck at cliff edge valua¬ 
tions, such as £250,000, 
when their property is 
potentially worth more 
will also have more 
room to manoeuvre. 

The previous stamp 
duty system has been re¬ 
placed by a graduated 
rate, with different 
amounts of duty due on 
the parts of a property's 
value that fall into five 
new bands. They will no 
longer pay the same rate 
on the entire purchase. 

Nothing will be paid 
on the first £125,000 of a 
property price and then

2% on the next portion of

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Police launch campaign against sexual violence 


DORSET Police has 
launched a hard-hitting 
poster campaign this fes¬ 
tive season urging vic¬ 
tims not to suffer in 
silence and warning 
would-be perpetrators 
their actions will not be 
tolerated. 

Sexual violence is any 


unwanted sexual contact 
or harassment. It in¬ 
cludes pressurising 
someone to have sex or 
take part in sexual activ¬ 
ity such as groping and 
sexual touching when 
they don’t want to or 
they haven’t, or can’t 
give their consent. 


Physical violence, sex¬ 
ual violence, stalking, 
controlling or manipula¬ 
tive behaviour and ha¬ 
rassment are all forms of 
relationship abuse. 

Detective Chief In¬ 
spector Jez Noyce said: 
“Sex with someone who 
doesn’t want to is rape. It 



does not make a differ¬ 
ence whether the people 
know each other or not, 
or what relationship they 
have. Just because you 
are in a relationship with 
someone, it doesn’t 
make it OK. 

“Rape does not have to 
involve physical force. 
Threatening violence, or 
having sex with some¬ 
one who is incapable of 
consenting because 
they’re drunk or asleep is 
rape. 

“Unfortunately we 
know that there are indi¬ 
viduals who will take ad¬ 
vantage of people who 
become intoxicated and 
vulnerable. 

“It is important that 
people who go out drink¬ 


ing make sure they don’t 
become vulnerable and 
put themselves at added 
risk.” 

A prison sentence isn’t 
the only punishment for 
sexual violence. Offend¬ 
ers may also lose their 
partner, access to their 
children, the respect of 
friends and family, be 
banned from their home, 
lose their job, get a crim¬ 
inal record and it could 
even affect any future re¬ 
lationships under the 
Clare’s Law disclosure 
scheme. 

DCI Noyce continued: 
“Sexual violence will not 
be tolerated in Dorset. It 
is always the perpetra¬ 
tor’s choice to abuse. It 
is never the victim’s 


choice to be abused. 

“Abuse in relationships 
and sexual violence are 
not normal or accept¬ 
able. If you are in an 
abusive relationship or 
have been sexually as¬ 
saulted or raped it’s 
never your fault and you 
don’t have to put up with 
it. 

“You don’t have to suf¬ 
fer in silence. Sexual vi¬ 
olence can be stopped if 
you seek support.” 

Dorset Police has spe¬ 
cially trained officers 
who investigate sexual 
violence and support vic¬ 
tims. Call 101 (non¬ 
emergencies only, call 
999 in an emergency). 
All reports will be dealt 
with in confidence. 


Combined fire and rescue 


service gets a step nearer 


LEGAL moves to bring in a com¬ 
bined Dorset and Wiltshire Fire 
and Rescue service have started, 
with the new body likely to come 
into being in April 2016. 

Secretary of State, MP Eric Pick¬ 
les, has had the Combination 
Order papers lodged with him 
and, if he finds no need for any 
further work, legislation could be 
passed in March 2015, allowing 
the new authority to come into 


being in April of the following 
year. 

The new name'Dorset and Wilt¬ 
shire Fire & Rescue Authority'was 
adopted earlier this year. 

The new fire and rescue author¬ 
ity will have 30 members: 15 from 
each geographical area. 

The merger proposes a new 
community safety centre, which 
will also act as the authority's 
headquarters. 


Local government 
under spotlight at 
public first meeting 

THE future shape of local government in Dorset will 
be discussed at a New Year public meeting. 

It will look at the current ‘cabinet’ system and ex¬ 
plore whether the county could benefit by scrapping 
district and borough councils and moving towards a 
unitary authority. 

Organiser John Grantham says the January 7th 
meeting has been “making waves” already. 

The ‘Public-First’ meeting, being called by Dorset 
residents, will be at the Corn Exchange, Dorchester, 
from 7.00pm-9.15pm, on Wednesday January 7th. 

One of those notified of the meeting was Clive 
Stafford Smith OBE who said he would be attending. 
He was invited to chair the meeting and has agreed. 

“We’re delighted with this,” said Mr Grantham. 

Mr Grantham would like to look at the system of 
unitary local government used in Wiltshire where 
power and budgets are being devolved through Area 
Boards. 

He said : “After brief introductions to the meeting 
and to both topics, two-thirds of the evening focuses 
on hearing individual residents’ views. 

“There may be a public desire for individuals’ voices 
to be more fully heard, listened to and issues dis¬ 
cussed in thoroughgoing two-way communication be¬ 
fore WDDC acts. 

“Further, people may want their elected representa¬ 
tives to be more open to two-way public debate and 
less tied to the party-political-line.” 

He has invited Conservative, Green, Labour, Lib- 
Dem and UKIP politicians to the meeting to share 
their views, but only after members of the public have 
had their say. 

“Members of the existing WDDC Cabinet, and other 
councillors, have also been invited to have the chance 
to speak. Council Leader Gould has also been invited 
to speak but will not be able to attend.” 

Doors will open at 6.30pm with tea/coffee available. 
Admission is free.

So You Think You Need a 4x4?

YOU'VE decided that a 4x4 could be right for 
you, but is that strictly true? Whilst they're great 
for towing horseboxes across muddy fields or 
improving your chances of making it through 
the snow and ice of a British winter, how often 
do you actually need the extra capabilities they 
offer? Assuming it's often enough, then GEM 
Motoring Assist has some sound advice to help 
ensure you get the vehicle you need - at the 
right price... 

If you do a lot of towing then it makes sense 
to have a big heavy vehicle with good torque 
and traction to pull the load with the minimum 
of fuss, and if you need to detour from the tar¬ 
mac on a regular basis then four-wheel drive is 


almost a given. But let's be honest... we do fall 
for the image and driving position, so we justify 
the'need'with self-deception and tenuous self¬ 
justifications. 

Of course, if you want a 4x4 (and within the 
term 4x4 we also include AWD vehicles) for no 
other reason than personal choice, then fine, 
but what are they like to live with? Four-wheel 
or all-wheel drive vehicles cover a broad 
church, from the small but perfectly formed 
Fiat Panda, through the various sporty Audi 
Quattros, and on to the world-beating 'Green 
Oval'. Although they vary in shape, size and 
ability, the one thing that they all have in com¬ 
mon is a transmission system that connects 


drive to all of the wheels. 

Stating the obvious, all types will tend to use 
more fuel than equivalent'normal'cars, due to 
their weight, aerodynamics, and inefficiency of 
applying power to a much larger drive train. 
Some modern 4x4s counter this by employing 
intelligent power management that drives only 
the front wheels most of the time, and then 
transfers drive to the rear if they detect a lack 
of traction. Many of these systems have be¬ 
come so good that it's often difficult to spot the 
join. 

One thing you will certainly notice, though, 
are the road manners of the traditional 'big' 
4x4s. Despite (in some cases) some very ad¬ 
vanced traction aids, they still let you know you 
are not cornering or braking in a Porsche 911. 
So some consideration of this will be required 
in your driving style if you intend to keep it 
shiny side up and un-bent. 

You'll also get through more tyres, as both 
axles are driven, and lateral forces and tyre 
scrubbing are greater in a heavier vehicle with 
a higher centre of gravity. 

In the interest of balance, though, with the 
larger 4x4s you do get plenty of interior room 
(and sometimes fantastic levels of luxury), a 
commanding driving position, and a feeling of 
security, that, should the worst happen, en¬ 
sures you have plenty of metal around you. 

Avoiding the worst could also be more likely 
in a 4x4, as they are less prone to aquaplane in 
wet weather, and more likely to get you home 
in the snow or flood waters (up to a limit). On 
the sportier 4x4s, the benefit of the extra trac¬ 
tion can often also be felt in the cornering 


(think Quattro, Impreza or Evo). This can in¬ 
crease the grin factor of a spirited drive along 
your favourite ribbon of twisty stuff. 

Still, as capable as modern off-roaders are, 
most people will never (or infrequently) ven¬ 
ture far into the wilderness. If you do, remem¬ 
ber that off-road driving is not the same as 
on-road driving, and requires a different skill- 
set and experience from the driver if you are to 
be safe and successful in your expedition. Some 
manufacturers offer an off-road driving experi¬ 
ence for their customers, and we would 
strongly recommend that your first foray into 
the muddy stuff is under the instruction of an

experienced off-road driver to keep you and 
your vehicle safe while you learn your new craft. 

One final word of warning to anyone who 
thinks that four-wheel drive is a panacea to cure 
all foul weather ills; even a well driven 4x4 is no 
guarantee that you will not eventually get 
stuck. You may just be a lot further from help 
when it does happen. And don't forget, you 
only have four-wheel drive whilst your foot is 
on the throttle. The moment you lift off or 
touch the brakes, you are just like every other 
car on the road, except you may have 2.5 
tonnes to stop on a snowy motorway; some¬ 
what akin to Dumbo on ice.

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Football - the big festive local-derby with Stuart Broom 


Terras complete the double over Magpies 


Dorchester Town 0 Weymouth 3 

Color Premier - att; 1,604 
CURRENT form and league status counted for 
much at The Avenue on Boxing Day when 
Weymouth extended their recent run of league 
wins to eight whilst condemning Dorchester to 
their fifth straight loss. 

Although Weymouth clearly won on chances 
created, they needed a late Christmas present 
from referee Andrew Bennett who awarded the 
Terras a penalty against the run of play midway 
through the second half with the game still 
scoreless. 

Stewart Yetton converted the spot-kick, and 
as the Magpies went looking for an equaliser 
they once again conceded late goals; another 
Yetton penalty on 87 minutes and a Tim Sills 
close range header a minute from time that gave 
a slightly unfair scoreline. 

Shane Murphy was one of three surprises in 
the Dorchester team, the young keeper replac¬ 
ing regular Alan Walker-Harris, whilst also 
missing was club captain Nathan Walker and 
striker Dan Smith who was ill. 

However, they did welcome back captain 
Jack Smeeton after a long time out with a ham¬ 
string injury, and his presence was huge for the 
hosts, He had a superb game at left back shut¬ 
ting out opposing skipper Stewart Yetton, who 
apart from the two penalties hardly had a kick. 

In a competitive derby played in continuous 
rain that made the pitch heavy, particularly 
through the middle making it difficult to always 


keep your feet, both sets of players produced an 
entertaining game full of endeavour and at 
times pulsating football. 

Mr Bennett also played his part in keeping the 
game flowing, and with both teams looking to 
play football it was played in an exemplary 
spirit. 

He allowed the advantage when he could but 
brought the game back if there was none 
gained, but in the 66th minute he awarded Wey¬ 
mouth a penalty after Adam Kelly had tangled 
with Magpie Matt Oldring just inside the angle 
of the penalty area. 

It looked a soft decision based on what the 
referee had allowed earlier in the game, al¬ 
though Magpies boss Graham Kemp said after 
that one or two of his players thought it was fair. 

Stewart Yetton who missed his last spot kick 
using power against Biggleswade when he 
smashed it against the crossbar, went for sub¬ 
tlety this time, placing the ball into the bottom 
right corner of Shane Murphy’s goal to give his 
side the lead. 

Weymouth had started the better side and 
thought they had taken the lead on 12 minutes. 

Murphy, making his league debut exactly a 
year to the day after signing for the county 
town, produced a fantastic save, pushing Calvin 
Brooks’ thumping header from Chris Shep¬ 
hard’s free kick against the crossbar. 

The loose ball was driven towards goal but 
George Rigg, stood practically on the goal line, 
helped it home and was ruled offside. Sam 


Lanahan produced Dorchester’s first effort on 
goal when the Terras defence gave him room to 
run and shoot but he lifted his 20 yard shot over 
the crossbar. 

Jack Odam then appeared to have sprung the 
Weymouth defence as he ran on to Jamie Glee- 
son’s superb through ball, but he lost control 
and it was cleared. 

Bennett booked debutant Dan Woodward 
when he pulled back Shephard, by far the most 
impressive player on the pitch, before former 
Magpie Jake Wannell was also shown a yellow 
for deliberately handling the ball to prevent a 
Dorchester attack. 

Just a minute before the break, Weymouth 
again thought they had scored, but Sills header 
from another Shephard free kick was ruled off¬ 
side. 

Yetton might well have given his side an early 
second half lead but fired over the top from 
eight yards from another Shephard cross, before 
Matthews seemed to awkwardly punch Andy 
Robinson’s 20 yard shot in the air rather than 
gather it into his chest. 

Dorchester were beginning to gain momen¬ 
tum but without Smith they had no cutting edge 
up front although Mason Walsh was testing 
both full backs down the wings with some ex¬ 
cellent play, and from one of his crosses, Odam 
headed straight at Matthhews. 

Then against the run of play Weymouth went 
ahead from the penalty spot which seemed to 
take the wind out of the Magpies sails and they 


almost conceded a second immediately when 
Sills put Shephard through, but the alert Mur¬ 
phy rushed to the edge of the area to deny him 
with his legs. 

Play became much more even with the gluey 
pitch having an adverse effect on both sides. 

Chris McPhee, another star in claret and blue 
poked the ball wide following Jamie Laird’s 
nod down as Dorchester ploughed forward 
looking for an equaliser. 

Their quest was terminated three minutes 
from the end when Smeeton who had worked 
so hard was too late with his tackle as McPhee 
flicked the ball past him just inside the box. 

This time Yetton chose the other corner but 
Murphy guessed right this time and got down 
to block the ball but it squirmed under his body 
and dribbled over the line. 

Then to rub salt into Dorchester’s wounds and 
give a rather unfair slant on the game, Sills 
headed home at the far post before Murphy 
made another superb save in the dying seconds 
to deny McPhee. 

Magpies manager Graham Kemp said: “The 
first goal was always going to be huge, espe¬ 
cially with our confidence being a bit fragile. I 
felt that for an hour we were as good as them 
and the first goal came against the run of play. 

“Once they got the first one the writing was 
on the wall and I didn’t think we believed we 
could score two. 

“The scoreline does flatter them, but a defeat 
is a defeat.” 


He was pleased however with his team’s per¬ 
formance saying: “I don’t think anyone can re¬ 
ally criticise the lads - they put in 100 per cent 
commitment - you can’t ask more than that. 

The county town boss was pleased with how 
well Shane Murphy adapted to his first senior 
game particularly ing a local derby. “He has 
been patient, but his performance was very pos¬ 
itive. The save he pulled off in the first half was 
as good you’ll see anywhere in the world. 

Looking forward to the New Year’s Day en¬ 
counter with league leaders Poole Town at Tat- 
nam he said: “We’ll have a game plan and if we 
can start with commitment we showed against 
Weymouth then we’ll give ourselves a chance.” 

Magpies bust-up 

Kemp has revealed that the reason club cap¬ 
tain Nathan Walker and keeper Alan Walker- 
Harris were left out of the Boxing Day derby 
was because of a dispute between the two play¬ 
ers that could not be resolved. 

As a result there is an ongoing internal disci¬ 
plinary investigation to try and resolve the mat¬ 
ter, and until a solution is found neither player 
will feature in games. 

He said: “The matter needs to be resolved to 
allow us to move forward. No one person is 
bigger than the team and I will not allow any¬ 
thing to compromise the team spirit myself and 
my coaching staff are so desperately trying to 
build here at Dorchester Town. Unless we have 
a harmonious dressing room it makes our job 
hard.”
